I. PURPOSE; To outline resporsibilitiee and procedures pertinent to the 
Flight Planning Section,, 


II, SCOPE : The provisions of this SOP are applicable to the Fligit Planning 
Section, 



IV, PROCEDURES; 


A, Operational Missions; 

( • ) Preparation of Routes; As soon as practical after receipt, the 
Director of Operations will provide the Flight Planning Section 
with a sterilised copy of the route message. The following tasks 
will be accomplished as soon as practical and not later than five 
(p) hours after receipt,
